A Shadow’s Shadow—Souvenirs of Ooca- 
gions ~-~Armais and Others—Maurice 
Thompson’s Poems. 


“a SHADOW’'S SHADOW.” by Laulah ,Rags- 
dale. J. B. Lippincott Co. 

One is struck with two things on reading 
“A Shadow’s Shadow’’—the conviction that at 
times the author writes remarkably well, com- 
pared to other times when she does not, and 
a regret that when young ladies will write 
novels, they do not imitate loftier models, in 
the absence of an original inspiration of their 
own, than the class of intense sentimental 
writers of which Amelie Rives is such a con- 
spicuous example. 

Those turbid, moody, so<alled graphic de- 
scriptions may for a time excite the admira- 
tion of a false taste, and feed the unhealthy 
sentiment of callow youths and maidens. But 
there is nothing in it which can lead to a 
better style, or add to the author’s lasting 
reputation. 

There are passages in “A Shadow’s Shad- 
ow’ where the author expresses herself in a 
clear and natural] style. This would seem to 
be her natural bent, but at times she gets 
lost in the so-called “intense’’ emotions and 
the result is something like the following: 

“ ‘J—love—you! I—love—you! Do you 


love me?’ 
“ ‘Hush!’ she said, her hands on his head, 

stroking it, thrilling him through and eg 

a thrill that he had never even 

fore. *Hush—ves—you foolish boy.’ She 

tried to taugh, Dut only Httle broken flutter- 


ings of breath came. ‘Ever since the 
day—yes. Isn’t it wonderful?’ 
“ ‘But how can you?—how can you? Me?— 


It is quite probable that he did wonder if 
he was dying. The symptoms were cer- 
tainly alarming. To wonder anything through 
‘his strange giddiness’’ was quite an achieve- 
ment, and when he asks her to give him her 
lips again, the scene becomes very interesting. 
Most people would have made a request quite 
the contrary, te the effect that she refrain 
from giving them her lip, but this young man 
was not like other people anyhow. 

There are parts of the novel which warrant 
a better style than this and it is therefore 
with the more regret that the fault of the 
story is pointed out. But the same trouble 
breaks out in spots all along, and here is a 
specimen which occurs at the very end, as the 
hero dies. The young gentleman whom they 
‘nndid’’ from her arms was the same one 
who wondered if he was dying before. We 
don’t wonder that he died, though the way 
in which he died was startling and unex- 


pected.

Such stories are due to a false idea of emo- 
tion and of art. Hysterical characters are 
rarely interesting, efther in fiction or in fact. 
A character which bubbles over spasmodi- 
cally is no stronger in a nove! than it would 
be in real life. Intense emotion never rants. 
The prevalence of this sort of writing = due 

y the 
success of @ authors, whoge notoriety has 
beéii mistaken for fame. It cannot do much 
harm, and will amuse more than it will in- 
fire. But we trust that the author of “A 
Shadow’s Shadow’ will drop it and pitch her 
next flight on the higher plane which some 
of her work gives indications of. 


“SOUVENIRS OF OCCASIONS,” by 8. L. 
Oberholtzer. J. B. Lippincott Oo. §1. 
There are a good many people who write 

rhymes and who at times say things which are 

good enough to, escape being noted as par- 
ticularly bad. “Souvenirs of Occasions’’ is 

a collection of articles, written in the form of 

rhyme, which seem to have been read at va- 

rfdus reunions, corner stone ceremonies, etc. 

We feel sure that there was no malice in- 

tended in its publication, and the author seems 

to be a very well meaning person, else she 
would not give such advice to boys as 
the following, which is entitled a “‘fragment:"’

“ARMAIS, AND OTHERS,” by Mrs. Liagdon 
W. Bates. F. J. Schulte & Co., Chicago, 
Publishers. $1.25. 
“Armais, and Others’ is a collection of 
short stories, the title being taken from the 
leading one. The stories, particularly 
“Armais,”’ shows considerable force of decip- 
tion and _ style. #Armais is rather on 
the Rider Haggard order, but is 
well told, and at times with a 
boldness of touch which holds the attention 
closely. The story is based on the Oriental 
theory of successive lives of one soul. A 
priest of Osiris lives his several Aives and, 
dying a modern, is given a vision of his past. 
The other stories, ““Taken in at Oare’s,”’ and 
“A Venetian Payment,’’ are more modern in- 
stances, but seem hardly so good as the first, 
Which is a pure piece of imaginative work.

Origin of the Road, 

The origin of the Western and Atlantic 
road dates far back into the days of the 
Uoerokee’ Indians. 

Before the red men had surrendered the 
country in the neighborhood of Atlanta, 
which was then the frontier of the Chero- 
kee nation, there met in the city of Knox- 
ville a big convention of prominent men 
who met for the purpose of considering the

After a good drying 
with plenty of friction a. good walk in 
the open air is an advantage, but the 
briskness is necessury. 

One should always wait three or four 
hours after a meal before taking a bath; 
even an ablution sometimes retards diges- 
tion. 

The soap should be white, pure and 
but slightly perfumed and always well 
rubbed off the skin. 

It is perferable to take a bath in the 
evening just before going to bed, because 
the skin profits by the heat it can enjoy 
for several hours afterwards. 

In the season of them, some crushed 
strawberries or raspberries thrown into 
the water have a marvelous cleansing 
effect; the body leaves the bath fresh 
and perfumed and soft as velvet. Pure 
lemon juice added to the bath has a calm- 
ing influence upon the nervous system; 
a sprinkle of ammonia in the water ren- 
ders the skin firm and white like marble, 
and takes away every’ trace of odor. 
Many enjoy an infusion of violet or al- 
mond perfume; others add orange water 
or benzoin, which lends a milky appear- 
ance to-the bath. Many rheumatic peo- 
ple use a mixture of five parts of soft 
soap and three parts of turpentine, beat- 
en into ua lather. After a five minutes’ 
stay in this medicated bath they affirm 
that they notice a considerable diminu- 
tion of pain, and, that a warm, agreeable 
sensation spreads over the whole body, 
and that leaving the bath for the bed 
one soon falls asleep, and on awaking is 
conscious of a considerable relief. 

After a bath, massage, or a kneading of 
all the muscular parts of the body, exer- 
cises a traction on the junctures of: the 
bones and supples them; it also increases 
the vitality of the skin. The hand of the 
massageur should be covered with a 
glove. Massage should always follow, 
never precede, the’ bath. 

AS massage is rather expensive for 
many, it can be partly replaced by quick 
and vigorous friction with brushes, gloves, 
‘ete., which are to be bought in the drug 
stores. Best of all and simplest, however, 
is the hand or a fough towel, applied 

ry. After the friction it is adyant- 

s to rub the whole body with alco- 
hol, applied with flannel. 

One should never take a bath at a wa- 
tering place on the day of arrival. One 
should first get used to the atmosphere, 
also should take the first bath when the 
waters are calm. Nor should a bath be 
taken after a sleepless night or after any 
unusual exertion. 

If, on entering the bath. a painful sen- 
sation at the abdomen is felt, one should 
invariably wear a belt. . 

Children under two years should not 
take sea baths, as they seldom have: suf- 
ficient nervous strength to produce a vig- 
orous reaction, without which the immer- 
sion is dangerous. 

Baths in ponds and rivers should not be 
taken after a thunder storm or on rainy 
days.

The Municipal Primary. 

The municipal primary which is to take 
place tomorrow is significant for the 
future of Atlanta. 

On the return of the democrats to power 
in the conduct of the affairs of the nation- 
al government, there is no reason why the 
south should not blossom like a rose, as 
it did under the democratic administration 
four years ago. There will be no discrim- 
ination against this section and it will re- 
ceive the fair and just treatment to which 
it is entitled. This is all it asks, and if 
this is given, the result will speak at once 
in the marvelous restoration of the work 
of development begun with the inaugur- 
ation of the last democratic administra- 
tion. 

Atlanta is the center of the south, and 
as the south prospers, so prospers this 
city. There has never been a time when 
more prudence should be exercised in the 
choice of those who are to manage the 
city’s affairs. A mayor and council are 
to be chosen and on the character of the 
men selected will depend the measure of 
the progress of the city for the-next year. 

Good men are offered, and the people 
should not be troubled in choosing a 
mayor and council that will reflect credit 
on the dignity of the city, and do splen- 
did service in working for its develop- 
ment. 

It is of the utmost importance there- 
fore that every voter should scrutinize 
his ticket carefully and vote for the man, 
in every ward and for every position, 
whom he thinks best able to serve the 
city in a business-like manner. The man- 
agement of a corporation, after all, is 
nothing more than the management of a 
business enferprise. The man who suc- 
ceeds in his own business is generally 
apt to make a good public officer, partic- 
ularly in the administration of affairs 
which require business tact and sound 
judgment. 

Every voter should ask himself tomor- 
row concerning every man for whom he 
votes, “Is this the best man offering for 
this position?’ and if the answer is not 
affirmative, the name should be stricken 
and another substituted. 

Nobody should feel compelled to vote 
for any ticket in the field solely because it 
has been endorsed by anybody or any- 
thing. Several tickets have been put 
forward with the endorsement of several 
organizations. This is all right so far 
as it goes, but it does not go far enough 
to require anybody to vote any straight. 
endorsed ticket just because it has been 
endorsed. There are good men on every 
ticket presented, and these men should be 
voted for if the judgment of the voter 
is satisfied, and those who do not come up 
to the standard should be dropped.

History Will Repeat Itself. 

_ The last contest of the whig with the 
democratic party, as a national organiza- 
tion, was in 1852, when Franklin Pierce 
(democrat) was elected president over 
Winfield Scott, a whig. There were then 
thirty-one states, containing 296 electoral 
votes. Of these Pierce received 254 and 
Scott 42. The states voting for Scott 
were Massachusetts, Vermont, Kentucky 
and Tennessee. All the others voted for 
Pierce. This election finished the whig 
party. The northern whigs had become 
80 abolitionized, and consequently so sec- 
tionalized, that their southern allies aban- 
doned them. The northern whigs then 
transformed themselves into a “free goil 
party,” and in 1856 nominated for presi- 
dent John C. Fremont. His democratic 
opponent was James Buchanan. The 
electors still numbered 296. Of these 
Buchanan received 174, Fremont 114 and 
Fillmore 8. Among the states voting for 
Buchanan was P 


state. He carried that state by the mea- 


ger majority of about 700, | 
for Fremont, Buchanan Geet nena 


Now, after thirty-one years since Bu- 
chanan’s democratic administration, an- 
other great political revolution has taken 
place and as a result the election of 
1852, which destroyed the whig party, is 
repeated in the Waterloo defeat of the 
republican party. And the question is, 
will this defeat finish the career of that 
party? The probability is that it will. 

These changes in the names and organ- 
izations of the party opposed 
to the democratic party illus 
trates that the national  organi- 
vation, since thé destruction of the old 
federal party, that is founded on princi- 
ple. The other parties were simply par- 
ties of expediency growing out of ‘emrer- 
gencies, and had to be temporary. The 
republican party would not have endured 
as long as it has, but for the feelings and 
prejudices engendered by the war. This 
has gradually died out, and the party of 
an emergency, kept up by sectional hate, 
must go. 

The democratic party is not the only 
party of principle, but it is the only one 
with a history extending to the formation 
of our government. It had its birth in 
the convention that framed our constitu- 
tion, where the principles of government 
were discussed by the ablest of men and 
purest of patriots. Thomas Jefferson, 
planting himself upon these, is really the 
founder of the democratic party. He 
wis emphasized by Jackson and since has 
been solidly confirmed by the administra- 
tions of Polk, Pierce, Buchanan and 
Cleveland. : 

Now, shal. not the second administration 
of Grover Cleveland so crystallize all, that 
democrats will administer this govern- 
ment for many terms—indeed, until some 
other party of expediency based upon an 
emergency shall succeed—if, indeed, that 
can again be done?

“The Man Who Don't Vote.” 

On the day of the election in New 
York a Herald reporter called on Mr. 
Richard Croker for an interview, and he 
thus refers to his talk with the Tammany 


chieftain: 

Presently Mr. Croker asked of me: “Have 
you voted?’’ 

I admitted that I had not. 

“Then go and vote,’ said he. “A man who 
lives in this country and has a right to vote 
and doesn’t ought to leave the country. Now, 
don’t talk to Gilroy there, Go on and vote. 
Your vote is more important than Gilroy 
now. Hurry! you've only got an hour left. 

This is good advice, and it holds good in 
Atlanta just as it/does in New York. 
What would Mr. Croker have said had he 
been told that the democratic candidate 
for mayor of New York had refused to do 
his duty as a democrat when he was need- 


ed at the polls? 

Yet this is just the situation presented 
in Atlanta. Hon. James G. Woodward 
refused to vote for Cleveland and Steven- 
son when his ward was hanging in the 
balance, and which, after a hard day's 
work, gave a democratic majority of but 
but little more than fifty. 

To somewhat modify Mr. Croker’s senti- 
ment: “The man who lives in this coun- 
try and has a right to vote, and does not, 
ought not to be mayor.” 


Let the Work Begin Promptly. 

The response to the suggestion of The 
Constitution that, the mew congress be 
assembled in extra. session as soon ufter 
the 4th of March next as pos 
sible is most gratifying. It has 
been endorsed by the most 
prominent public men and newspapers, 
and with such promptness and unanimity 
that it seems to have been the thought 
uppermost in the minds of those who 
look forward to a prosperous and success- 
ful career for the democratic party. 
It is admitted on all hands that the 
democrats have received a commission 
from the people to carry out the policy 
outlined in their Chicago platform, and 
the unanimity with which this commission 
has been delivered into their hands is 
an evidence that the taxpayers of the 
country are anxious that the democratic 
policy shoultl be put to the test as soon as 
possible. On no other ground can the 
overwhelming popular repudiation of the 
republican party be explained. 

It is significant that the leaders of the 
republican party who do any thinking 
give this interpretation to the result.

The verdict of the people,” he 
says, “is a direct instruction to the govern- 
ment to repeal the McKinley bill, and 
maintain a tariff for revenue only;” and 
then he asks: “Will the democratic party 
have the courage to carry out these in- 
structions? I predict that they will not 
stand on a single plank of their Chicago 
platform.”

“Negations are barren,” says The New 
York Tribune with some bitterness, but 
the remark is not a truism when applied 
to political reforms. A policy .of nega- 
tion which does away with vicious class 
legislation is far from barren, as the peo- 
ple will perceive when they are relieved 
of the burden of taxation which republi- 
can legislation imposes. Let the McKin- 
ley laws be repealed promptly, and then 
the work of readjusting the tariff to meet 
the desires of the people can go on in an 
orderly way. Let the laws which fore- 
shadow the force bill be repealed and all 
power to interfere with the rights of the 
citizen be taken fram such mengas John 
I. Davenport. ) 

It will be time enough to inaugurate 
a policy of affirmation when the statute 
books have been cleared of the oppressive 
measures which the republicans have in- 
vented for the purpose of swelling their 
corruption fund. The democrats have a 
great work before them. They are com- 
manded by the people to negative and re- 
form not only the tariff legislation of the 
republicans, but the financial legislation 
which has enabled Wall street and the 
money power to manipuate the currency 
and arrest its circulation to suit the con- 
venience of their speculative schemes.

A State Registration Law. 

Georgia needs a state registration law— 
one that will be uniform, and so simple 
in its provisions that it cannot be mis- 
construed. 

The legislature should take up this im- 
It is 
entirely unnecessary to enhct a registra- 
tion law with numerous provisions made 
obscure by a mass of verbiage. In point_ 
of fact, just the law that is needed could 
be tersely and clearly expressed inside 
of 500 words. 

We need a law that will be uniform, 
applicable to every district and county; 
It should cover federal, state and county 


elections, so that our busy people will 


not be annoyed by having to register for 
each separate election. Of course, munici- 
pal elections, involvirfg purely local in- 
terests, stand on a different footing, and 
require a separate‘ registration law. 
The main requisite should be the pay- 
ment of taxes. This being the case, it 
would be in the interest of all concerned 
to require the tax collectors to furnish 
lists of citizens after they pay their taxes 
to the registrars who would at once re- 
coed their names. This would save peo- 
ple the inconvenience of running to the 
different registration offices and keeping 
informed as to the time of registration. 
Make the payment of taxes have the 
effect of registering a citizen, without any 
further action on his part. The tax col- 
lectors can easily furnish lists of tax pay- 
ers to the proper officials, and when elec- 
tion day rolls round every man who has a 
tax receipt will know that he is a quali- 


‘fied voter. 


We need such a law on our statute 
books before we reach another election 
year. In the late campaign the decision 
of Judge Speer against our registration 
laws on account of their lack of uniform- 
ity put us upon notice that, without a 
sweeping reform, our loose legislation in 
this regard might sonze time, when parties 
were almost equally divided, lose the 
state to the democracy. We have been 
warned in time. Now, let us repair our 
broken fences.

Ohio’s Electoral Vote: 


The intimation in a telegram printed in 
our news columns yesterday morning that , 
the electoral vote of Ohto might be divid- 
efi caused considerable discussion, 

The fact that the electors in Ohio are 
not elected by congressional districts ren- 
dered the matter still more difficult to 
explain. The Australian ballot system 
has something to do with this state of 
affairs. It seems that many voters placed 
a cross mark opposite the name of only 
one elector. Under the law, the elector 
so singled out was the only one voted for. 
This was equivalent to‘ scratching the 
other names on the ticket. 

Now, in a state where the vote was so 
close it followed as a natural consequence 
that some electors received a few hun- 
dred votes more than the others. This 
had the effect of electing the democratic 
electors who received the highest number 
of votes and also the republican electors 
who were equally fortunate. 

In this way, practically by the scratch- 
ing of tickets, the resnit may be the elec- 
tion of a mixed ticket, but the official 
count will be necessary to decide the 
question. : 

Twenty-three electors were nominated 
by each party. A ticket is not voted for 
as a whole. The voters had the right to 
designate by a cross mark their favorite 
candidates, and it is now known that 
many through their ignorance of the new 
ballot law supposed that one cross mark 
would cover an entire ticket, whereas a 
similar mark was required for each name 
yoted for.

Governor Northen Expresses an Opinion 
Upon It. 


WHAT WILL THE LEGISLATURE 00? 


Te eeeennienetnineeneenemenll 


Major Glessner Talks. About Georgia’s 
Bhare of the Great Exposition. 
Mr, O. O. Fuller Talks. 


Shall Georgia have En exhibition at the 
prorid’s fair? 

Shall Georgia be the only one of the sis- 
terhood of states who will fail to exhibit 
to the world her progress, her natural 
wealth and her attractions when the Unit- 
ed States will receive the nations of the 
wrorld at Chicago? 

Foreign nations from England to Japan 
bave arranged for exhibits, and every other 
state in the union will be represented. But 
there is no place reserved for Georgia. 

It seems as if the most progressive state 
in the south will hdid her light under a 
bushel in the shape of a constitutional 
limitation or of a constitutional omission. 
‘The fact that there is now a new legis 
lature with possibly different views upon 
the matter from those entertained by the 
last general assembly with the additional 
fact that this is the last opportunity the 
state will have to take any official action 
has revived interest in an exhibit for Geor- 


It will be remembered that Governor 
Northen, after ascertaining that the last 
legislature would do nothing looking to an 
exhibit, went to work to see what could be 
done by private citizens and corporations. 
He appointed committees and aroused a 
great deal of interest in the matter. But 
it was in the midst of hard times and not 
much was accomplished except that a very 
general impression was made as to the vast 
importance of the task he had assumed. 
Every one recognized the urgency of the 
proposed exhibit, but it was difficult to 
get money contributions in a time of such 


depression. 

A Constitution man called on the gover- 
nor yesterday to get his views upun the 
proposition to have Georgia represented. 

An interview with the Governor. 

“You know what I think,’”’ said the gov- 
emar, “about the great importance of 
having such an exhibit. I have worked 
hard for it for a year. We should not, 
by any mischance, fail to be at the expo- 
sition with an exhibit that will be the equal 
of that sent by any other state. We have 
too much to gain by having an exhibit, 
and too much to lose by not having one. 
I am more than ever impressed with this 
fdea since my recent visit to the state 
fair at Macon. I saw there the grandest 
agricultural exhibit ever made by our peo- 

e. It was an object lesson never to be 
orgotten. I was cenvinced by what I 
saw that Georgia can make an exhibit at 
Chicago that will astonish our sister states 
and the farmers of Europe, thousands of 
whom are looking for homes in America. 
We can make a magnificent exhibit; and 
we 1 age not fai' to have one at the Co- 
lumbian exposition. 

“What was the result, Governor, of 
the work done by your committees?’ 

“The committees did splendid work. 
Their’s was a work of education. They 
learned a great deal; and they taught a 
great deal. They worked well. Not one 
of the cuairmen or committeemen faltered 
‘ fn his purpose. Only one withdrew and 
that quite recently, because he felt, after 
hard fighting, there was no longer any 
hope. He would take up the work to- 
morrow where he laid it down yesterday 
if there were a chance to do anything. 

“IT said they learned a great deal and 
taught a great deal. They taught even 
the most skeptical that we could get up 
a most magnificent exhibit; and that we 
need the advertising it would give our 
state.- Shey learned that the resources 
and needs of Georgia are greater than 
they had imagined. One of them who has 
just returned from abroad, has .old me 
that thousands of German farmers, who 
are seeking homes in this country, would 
come to Georgia if they knew the advant- 
ages in soil, climate, and resources which 
we can offer them. An exhibit at Chicago 
would be the means of giving to this de- 
sirable class of immigrants the very in- 
formation they seek. 

“Think what this would mean for Geor- 

ia. The German immigrants are thrifty. 

ey would build up the waste places m 
the state.. .They would increase the valu- 
ation of property, and lighten the burden 


of taxation. They would bring with them | 


some of the capita! of Europe which would 
follow them, and help us in developing our 
natural resources (Georgia would reap a 
rich harvest from the seed sown in Chi- 
cacr 
“What plan would you suggest, governor, 
to secure this exhibit?” 
“Il would not care at this time to suggest 
any. You will remember the discussion 
about the constitutional question involved 
waen the subject was first aggitated. It 
has been thought that an appropriation 
could be made to the agricultural depart 
ment for the purpose of aiding in develop- 
ing the agricultural resources of the state, 
aud that this money could then be used to 
secure an exhibit. The state now contrib- 
utes money for this purpose to an experi- 
ment station. Another appropriation, it has 
been thought, could be made through the 
geological department, which *s coucerned 
with developing our natural wealth. We 
are now gathering material for a museum, 
for which money is appropriated. It has 
been suggested that the materials could he 
first used at Chicago in our state exhibit, 
and then frought back and placed in our 
museum. the opinion of many, such use 
of aD appropriation would come within the 
limitations of the constitution. I will not 
express my view, but it is a matter that 
might very properly and very profitably 
come before the legislature for earnest de 
ee seis 
Matters of detail would, of course, be left 
to be arranged after it was decided to hava 
an exhibit. I have mentioned but two of 
pur fields of exhibition—our agricultural and 
our natural wealth. But manufacturers, 
the arts, education, the soil, the scenery, 
the means of transportation, and the aaenie

Some years 
appropriation was made 
blishing a book descriptive 
climate and _ products 
of Georgi and surely an agricul- 
tural e at hicago would 
be a much greater and’ more effective ad- 
vertisement than a book, however well 
written. 

“The state has a geological bureau, and 
I know of nothing that could advance the 
interests of the state more than @ 
collection of the numerous useful minerals 
in which Georgia so richly abounds, and 
I know of no one who could so well make 
such a collection as the state geologist. If 
the legislature would make an appropria- 
tion for such a collection I am sure that 
the owners of mineral lands would see 
that it was transported and exhibited at 
Chicago. 

“With such a nuceus, I believe that 
means could and would be devised by 
which the various interests and industries 
of the state would be represented in the 
various departments of the world’s . fair, 
and the Georgians who will visit that 
grand exposition would be mada to blush 
with shame at the absence of representa- 
tion from the Empire State of the south. 

‘Do you know that the only space re- 
served at Chicago for an exhibit of Geor- 
gia’s products has been made by an Ohio 
syndicate who are interested in fruit cnl- 
ture in Houston county? Yet such is the 
fact, and if men from another state fake 
such pride in some of our products, and 
recognize our advantages, how much more 
should we? If anything is done, it mtst 
de done quickly, for space in the exposi- 
tion buildings will not be available in a 
few weeks.” 

Another Good Opinion. 

Mr. O. C. Fuller, clerk of the United 
S.ates court, who is a Chicagoan by birth, 
— that Georgia must have an ex- 

ibit. 

“I was in Chicago,” said he, “a couple 
of months ago, and there I was shown 
houses built of Georgia marble—on ’Michi- 
gan avenue—and in Chicago Georgia pine 
is considered the finest finish wood pro- 
curable. And vet Georgia will have no ex- 
hibit. I was taken out to the world’s fair 
grounds by friends and was shown Geor- 
gia’s space. Around about were lots of 
exhibits from other states already in place, 
timber and minerals from the west. 

“If Georgia don’t have an exhibit, At- 
lanta should by all means.”

“1 will say, however, 
that there is nothing in the talk about the 
ground tor injunction. lt is not an  in- 
junction suit, but there is. enough in it 
to warrant us ip carrying it to .ae courts, 
and we propose to do so. At least Mr. 
ising and myself have been investigating 
it very thoroughly and we have about cone 
to the conclusion that it is a question for 
the courts.” ' . 

“On what ground will you take it to the 
courts ?”’ : 

“I beg to be excused from expressing 
opinion on the subject further than 
have,”’ said Mr. Spalding.

O'Neill, placing the 
election of the county commissioners ‘in 
the hands of the people. was done 
after an active legislative race, in, which 
every candidate for representative pledged 
himslf to advocate a measure pla ‘the 
election of the commissioners in the "hands 
of the people. The Fulton county dele 
tion earnestg@ assisted Mr. O’Neill ih ‘th 
passage of the bill, and it received the 
unanimous vote of the house and senate. 
Under this law commissiouers Were 
elected by ‘the le, Messrs. . N | 
Hunnicutt and Collins. In the last ‘te; 
latwre, however, a bill: was introduc 
in the senate providing that in all counties 
where two successive grand juries recom- 
mended ‘it, -the election of the county ¢om- 
missioners should be changed from a public 
vote to a choice by the grand jurv. @ bill 
was passed on the last day of tle session, 
and not a member of the house knew its 
nature until the adjournment of the general 


assem | 

The grand jury that met after the 
adjournment of the legislature had ite 
attention. called to the passage of Jaw, 
and it accordingly endorsed the idea last 
January. The grand jury that met the 
March following did the same thing, and 
at once p ed to the election of two 
county commissioners to serve until the 
ist of next January, Messrs. Wilson 
Collier, who accordingly entered on ‘their 
terms of office as county commissinerfs on 
January ist. BES: ” 

Just about this time the legislative, cam- 
paign opened in earnest, and the: fa 
the le was so intense against 
lacing the electin of commissioners im the 

ands of the grand jury that one, legis- 
lative candidate promptly placed litself 
on a platform favoring the restoring of the 
election of the county commissioners to 
the hands of the people. The people were 
satisfied with this assurance, and every 
representative elected went to the legisla- 
ture fully committed to this proposition. 

Shortly after the primary the next grand 
jury took the matter up for consideration, 
and elected Messrs. Collier and Neal for 
four years, beginning January 1, 

There is no objection whatever to Messrs. 
Collier and Neal, both of whom are ex- 
celent gentlemen and good citizens, But 
it has been held by many that the present 
grand jury has no power to act upon the 
choice of commissioners. as the law would 
require that they be chosen by the next 
grand jury. And it is just here that the 
legal point comes in. 

Steps in the Legislature. 

It is probable that the whole matter will 
be settled satisfactorily, and it may be 
without even getting into the courts, as 
Fulton county’s delegation in the house 
has taken hold of it. Mr. Martin has al- 
ready introduced several bills on it, and 
will at once push the matter to a satis- 
factory conclusion. He is very much in- 
erested in the work, and says that he is 
determined to see that the matter is put 
on a proper basis, and one which the peo- 
ple of the county will endorse. His bill 
has already been read the first time and 
has been reported favorably. If the bill 
passes Fulton county will be called upon 
to elect two county commissioners at the 
January election, but the present terms of 
the present incumbents will not be inter- 
fered with. ES

By consequence, the 
great majority of college graduates go 
into more remunerative work than that 
of teaching. I know whereof I speak, 
for I have an opportunity to know. Emory 
college has during the last ten years sent 
more young men into the schoolroom than 
any other college in the state; but most 
of them stay only a few years. Journal- 
ism, law, medicine and merchandise draw 
them off by the offer of better pay. The 
same is true of the graduates of the uni- 
versity at Athens and of Mercer univer- 
sity. os 
College Men Teaching. 

“T see from the report of Colonel N. J. 
Hammond, president of the board of 
trustees of the university, that out of 
the twenty-six members of the class of 
’91 nineteen went to teaching, and out 
of the twenty-seven members of the class 
of '92 nine went to teaching. Now, as- 
suming that all these continue in the pro- 
fession, how long would it take such a 


procéss to supply teachers for Georgia’s | 


more than 10,000 common schools? The 
counties of Richmond, Fulton and Chath- 
am can use that supply in one year and 
still need more. No one should blame 
these young graduates for not engaging 
in teaching, nor should their fellows who 
begin to teach and quit be blamed. They 
simply do as all others do, the best they 
can for themselves. Give them decent 
salaries and they will return to the 


- schools. Hundreds of contpetent men will 


gladly teach if they can be assured of a 
living at it. There is not in 
all Georgia today a good school offering 


an opening for which there are not a 


dozen competent teachers applying. 
“No, sir, if the salaries of the teachers 
in the common schools continue as low as 
they are and the terms continue less 
than six months in length, no amount of 
appropriations to universities, normal col- 


leges and the like, will put competent 


teachers into our common schools. If we 
adopt that policy we must have a chair 
to teach teachers the are of

If it resulted in 
many teachers they would soon drift to 
other states where teachers in the com- 
mon schools receive better pay.”

SOUTHERNERS ATTRACT ATTENTION 


And May Be Put Down fas Possibilitier, 
There Is an Abundance of Splendid: 
Material in the Party. 


New York, November 12.—(Special.)— 
The battle has been won, and now comes 
the time when the cabinet-makers ar 
supposed to get in their work. From 
now until tho 4th of March next there 
will be more names mentioned for places 
in Mr. Cleveland's household than there 
are models of patent churns in the patent 
office at Washington. 

In the first place it can be set down 
that Mr. Cleveland will select his secre- 
tary of the treasury from this state. At 
this early date it would be useless to 
attempt to name even a possible seleo 
tion. ‘ : 

In some quarters, especially in mug- 
wump circles, it is thought the name of 
Mr. Charles F. Fairchild, who in the 
early part of Mr. Cleveland’s former ad- 
ministration was assistant secretary, but 
on the death of Secretary Daniel Man- 
ning was advanced to that of chief of the 
portfolio, will again be called to his old 
place. The selection of Mr. 


‘does not now in the nature of things 


seem at all consistant. During the cam- 
paign just ended Mr. Fairchild was at 
no time taken into the confidence of the 
party managers, because of his intense an- 
tipathy to Mr. Hill, Mr. Cockran and the 
entire Tammany organization. 

The day after the Madison square gar- 
den meeting, it will be remembered, Mr. 
Cleveland had a two hours’ consultation 
with Lieutenant Governor Sheehan, when 
it was agreed that Tammany and the 
state organization would be true to the 
principles of the party, and the candidate 
of Mr. Whitney pledged to keep Mr. 
Fairchild, Mr. Grace and other anti-snap- 
pers in the background and let them have 
no voice in the management of the cam- 
paign. 

As has been well demonstrated by the 
result in this city last Tugsday, Tammany 
did its duty, and did it faithfully, as 
it promised it would. The state organiza- 
tion of this state will not consent to Mr. 
Fairchild’s appointment, nor will Mr. 
Cleveland be willing to make so important 
a selection without tne harmonious action 
of that body. The people of the country 
are sufficiently familiar with Mr. Cleve- 
land’s honesty to know that he will 
place into execution every pledge he has 
made. With this state of affairs it is safe 
at the outset to abandon the belief that 


Mr. Fairchild will be either chosen or con-- 


sidered for a place in the cabinet.

Public sentiment in party circles has to 
a very great extent conceded that Mr. 
William C. Whitney will be selected for 
secretary of state. Upon this question 
there is room for doubt. Not that Mr. 
Cleveland would not desire it so; but it 
is believed by many that the able secre- 
tary of the navy will prefer to represent 
the country abroad, as minister to the 
court of St. James. In the event that 
Mr. Whitney should prefer an embassa- 
dorship to the office of secretary of state 
the person selected for that portfolio may 
be chosen from a state other than this. 

Mr. Bayard, of Delaware, is not even a 
probability, as he has signifiéd his desire 
to remain permanently in private life. 

Senator George Gray, of that state, 
however, has many elements which will 
without doubt cause him to be favorably 
considered by the president-elect. Mr. 
Gray will also stand high in favor for 
that of attorney general, being one of the 
ablest lawyers in the United States. 

Senator John T. Morgan, of Alabama, 
without doubt the ablest man in the Uni- 
ted States on international questions, and 
for years a member of the foreign affairs 
committee of the senate, will be urged by 
his friends, and not without good reason, 
too, for the chief place in the cabinet 
circle . Alabama, however, will be rich in 
material, as it is a well established fact 
that Congressman Herbert, of that state, 


will stand high with Mr. Cleveland for 


Mr. Herbert’s 
service as chairman of naval affairs in the 
forty-ninth, fiftieth and fifty-sec- 
ond congresses has made him indeed 
ecnspicuous as one of the most available 
men for that place.

With Alabama’s especially strong posi- 
tion in haying two such availabe men as 
Morgan and Herbert, it can readily be 
Seen that Georgia’s claims may be some- 
what impaired. While Mr. Cleveland se- 
lected three cabinet officers from: the 
south in 1885, there are reasons why he 
can not manifest the same spirit of cener- 
osity in the formation of his next. The po- 
litical map of triumph has been so enlarg- 
ed towards the setting sun that other 
States will make but just demands for 
recognition.

Illinois will present the name of Con- 
gressman Benjamin Cable for secretary 
of the interior, and his claims will be 
based upon his work in helping to run the 
state into the democratic column.

Cable has recently risen above the polit- 
ical surface, but no. brighter luminary 
has graced the political sky for years 
than is the little giant from Rock Island.

When the venerable Thompson, “the an- 
cient mariner of the W ” Was sec- 
retary of the navy under Rutherford B. 
Hayes. Secretary of State John W. Fos- 
ter, also in President Harrison’s cabinet, 
originally came from Indiana, though he 
has not lived there since 1873,when Grant 
made him minister to Mexico. For the 
past ten years his home has been in the 
District of Columbia. 

The postmaster generalship may go to 
Hon. Don M. Dickinson, of Michigan, Mr. 
Cleveland’s former postmaster general. 

Bourke Cochran Tammany’s Choice. 

Congressman Bourke Cockran, of this 
city, will be the choice of Tammany for 
attorney general, should he be willing to 
take it.

GEORGIA FURNISHES AN EARLY BIRD

Washington, November 12.—On the 4th 
of March, 1893, twenty-five seats in the 
United States senate become vacant. The 
control of these senatorial vacancies was at 
stake in the recent presidential election and 


“it is now evident that the democratic party 


has captured enough of the, vacancies to 
assert its supremacy in the senate regard- 
less of almost any possible combinations 
between therepublicans and populists. 

Assuming that Montana, California and 
Wyoming -will send democratic senators 
here as indicated by the Associated Press 
dispatches, the democrats, at the beginning 
of the fifty-third congress, would have as 
many senators as republicans and populists 
combined, and thus would be able to organ- 
ize the senate by casting the vote of Vice 
President-elect Stevenson. It is reasonably 
certain, however, that the democrats can 
rely on the support of some of the populist 
senators in any of the districts, whether 
for the removal of the present force of re- 
publican employes or the revision of the 
tariff. 

Of the twenty-five senatorial seats va- 
cant on March 4, 1893, the democrats will 
name the occupants of thirteen, the repub- 
licans of nine and the populists of three, 
one being Senator Stewart, of Nevada, 
who has flopped from the republican party 
into the silver party. 

The democrats lose no seat they now 
hold and gain five from the republicans, 
one each in California, Montana, New York, 
Wisconsin and Wyoming. The populists 
gain senators from the republicans in Kan- 
sas and Nebraska, besides Senator Stewart 
in Nevada, who wil] succeed himself. 

Some doubt still surrounds the complex- 
ion of the legislatures in California, Mon- 
tana, Wyoming and Nebraska, but late 
returns all say that the democrats have 
carried the legislatures in the first three 
named states and the populists in the last. 

The elections just held will dlso have an 
important bearing on the control of the 
senate during the last two years of Presi- 
dent-elect Cleveland’s administration for a 
number of those persons elected last Tues- 
day will hold over to yote for senators two 
years hence. The terms of twenty-seven 
senators expire on March 4, 1895. They

Ben Butterworth Expresses His Views 


on the Election. 


AN OHIO REPUBLICAN WHO HAD NERVE 


To Fight the McKinley Robbery 
and Was Slaughtered for It. 


KNOWS WHAT BROUGHT THE WATERLOO 


And Doesn’t Hesitate to Say So—The Dem- 
ocrats Have a Chance to Remain in 
Power if They Do as the People Say. 


Washington, November 12.—(Spe:ial.)— 
Bold, bad Ben Butterwoma, who sound- 
ed the note of warning on the floor of the 
house to his republican colleagues, when 
the McKinley bill was passed and who 
was induced to take the stump for Har- 
rison on the ground that the Minneapolis 
platform was an express modification of 
the doctrines of protection as laid down 
in the McKinley law, was here today, on 
his way back to Ohio. Mr. Butterworth 
is full of strong, vigorous views on any 
subject, and he is not, like some of his re- 
publican brethren, still looking around 
with a dark lantern for the cause of 
Tuesday’s tpheaval. He knows “what 
did it,” and he does not hesitate to pro- 
claim it. To your correspondent this 
evening lie said: 

“The McKinley law is responsible. The 
people grew restless, discontented and re- 
sentful over the abuses, not the uses, of 
the protective doctrine in the fifty-first 
congress. They objected to a condition 
of things that by law took from one to 
‘give to another; that infused the blood 
of one industry into another—not that 
wages in the protected industry might be 
larger, but that the profits of the capital- 
ists might be swelled. In other words, 
the masses objected to being robbed for 
the benefit of those who were protected 
by the tariff schedules. They wanted the 
conditions equalized and they said so last 
Tuesday with an emphasis that fairly 
took away the breath of the advocates of 
the Chinese-wall policy, and almost swept 
the republican party off its feet. It had 
thought that perhaps the modification of 
the McKinley doctrines, as announced at 
Minneapolis, coupled with the radical 
tariff reform plank in the Chicago plat- 
form might cause a reaction from the 
verdict of °90; but the result showed that 
the wrath of the people has risen rather 
than abated. They have put their feet 
down immediately on McKinleyism. The 
heavy losses suffered by the republicans 
everywhere show that the sentiment of 
the people is unanimous on this question. 
I do not blame the republican managers. 
All the political skill, all the money that 
could be used could not have stemmed the 


tide. It was the verdict of the independ- | 


ent voters born of deep-seated convic- 
tions. Nowhere is this more apparent 
than in Ohio, -where practically no cam- 
paign was made, and yet quietly and 
unostentatiously the people walked to the 
polls and reversed a republican majority 
of 20,000.” 

“What of the future of the republican 
party?’ I asked. 

“We must wait and see,” replied Mr. 
Butterworth, with a shrug of the shoul- 
ders. “The republican party is almost 
wiped out. It can have no voice in legis- 
lation for the next four years. The duty 
of democracy is plain. ‘The people have 
demanded a change in the economic pol- 
icy of the government and if the demo- 
crats promptly redeem their pledges and 
inaugurate a new system both as regards 
the tariff and finances, their days may 
be long in the land; but if they tem- 
porize as they are apt to do, the people 
will rebuke them as they have rebuked us. 
Let me tell you that the people have caus- 
ed this political revolution against the re- 
publican party, and they are not in a tem- 
per to be trified with. I look for stirring 
times in the near future. The dems- 
gogues are abroad, and the 
press of the country lacks 
the courage of its. convictions 
on many of the questions which are agi- 
tating the people. It may lead perhaps 
to a bloody as well as a political revolu- 
tion; the statesmen on the hill’’—this with 
a contemptuous sweep of the hand to- 
ward the capitol—“are essentially cow- 
ards, but they must meet their responsi- 
bilities fearlessly. Now there must be no 
timid time-serving, sail-trimming pro- 
gramme. ‘They must hew to the line, let 
the chips fall where they may. I have the 
greatest faith in Mr. Cleveland. He is a 
man of strong convictions, able, fearless, 
but withal safe and conservative, and if 
the democrats of congress will but follow 
the path which he blazes they cannot go 
amiss.” 

“Do you look for a reeonstruction of the 
republican party on new lines?’ 

“It is too soon yet to tell what is to be- 
come of us,” answered Mr. Butterworth, 
with a smile. “As I said before, we must 
wait and see what the democratic party will 
do with the victory it has won.” 

“What do you think of the suggestion of 
Senator Edmonds that the party of the fu- 
ture will be the party whi i first takes up 
che immigration question in_an heroic man- 
ner for the purpose of protecting American 
labor by shutting out foreign immigration 
absetutely for a time at least.”

AT THE CAPITOL. 


Both Senate and House Had Short Sessions 
Yesterday. 

Yesterday was a quiet day with the 
legislature. The house was in session but 
a few hours, adjurning to allow the com- 
mittees* to zo to work. Mr. Calvin’s reso- 
lution providing for a manual was adopted 
as was one by the same gentleman re- 
questing congress to repeal the 10 per cent 
tax on state banks. 

General important bills were introduced. 
One of these was by Mr. Bacon authoriz- 
ing the issuance of bonds to retire the con- 
vention bonds. 


The Senate. 


For the first time this term the senate 
made a longer day than the house. The 
representatives were anxious to get to 
work in the committee rooms on the many 
bills which have been piling upon them. 
The senators, with less legislation origi- 
nating in their body, have been able to 
kee a with the new measures pretty 
wall. Yesterday morning they kept at 
work until they finished everything on the 
clerk’s desk. 

Atlanta’s City Court. 

The bill to create new terms in the city 
court of Atlanta and to regulate practice 
in that court, was put on its third reading 
and passed. This bill which has been de- 
‘scribed in The Constitutin is intended 
to hasten ‘itigation brought in this court. 
It pruvides that there shall be six terms 
a year and special terms when they are 
needed in the discretion of the judge. Each 
rgular term is to begin on the first Monday 
of alternate months, beginning with Jan- 
uary. The terms will accordingly start in 
January, March, May? July, tember, 
and November. The appearance term is 
abolished and ali caSes brovght in the 
city court shall be returnable and triable 
at the term next ensuing after thirty days 
have elapsed from the filing. It is spe- 
cially provided that the judge shall not 
continue a case to the succeeding term un- 
less legal cause for a continuance be 
shown, and even then the judge may, in 
hia discretion, merely postpone the case to 
a later day in the term. 

This measure is an important one to 
corporations which are defenrants in so 
many suits tor damage. The purpose of 
the act is to enable plaintiffs to push their 
causes to h y trial. 

Senator Smith, of the thirty-feurth, added 
an amendment to the bill giving the court 
two regular bailiffs at a sao of $600 a 
year. ditional bailiffs can be employed 
when they are needed and their compensa- 
tiun is fixed at $2.00 a day. 

The bill was immediately transmitted to 
the house after its passage. 

One for the Kailroada. 

Senator Pinson, of the thirty-sixth, in- 
troduced a bill which puts new duties on 
the railroads and will have them working 
the public dirt roads if it becomes a law. 
However, it is not very onerous, and they 
are not apt to kick on it much. In fact a 
representative of one of the roads said 
that it is all right. The bill requires the 
railroads 10 ve. the public roads in good 
condition for 100 feet on either side of all 
crossings. The railroads are further re- 
quired to erect 2 post at least three feet 
high and put on it a white board bearing 
the word *Stop.” This sign is to be erect- 
ed seventy-five feet away from the crossing. 
The bill went to the railroad committee. 
A little jebate was sprung over the bill 
to give county courts concurrent jurisdic- 
tion with magistrates’ courts. Senators, 
Edwards, Daley, Wilson of the eleventh, 
and Smith of the eee foarte, took part. 
Finally the bill was tabied. | 

Three or four other bills were tabled be- 
cause the authors were absent on leave 
and had reqnested that final action be de- 
fer.ed until they can return. 

The bill changing the name of the deaf 
and dmub asylum to the Georgia school 
for the’ deaf was passed. 

At 12 o'clock the senate adjourned until

(N WHICH HE FAVORS WOODWARD. 


| -srig Points Built Upon Sand, Which Will 


Wot Stand the Puncturing Touch . 
of the Critic. 


The Constitution to be perfectly fair, at 
the request of the author, reprints the let- 
Martin Amorous, an ex-men- 
ber of the council, who served with Mr. 
Woodward in 1888-9, advocating the elec- 
tion of that gentleman. 

But in presenting this letter it is proper 
to call attention to some of its curious feat- 
ures.. In concluding his letter Mr. Aomrous 
admits that before becoming personally ac- 
quainted with Mr. Woodward he was pre- 
judiced against him, thinking him a ‘‘dema- 
gogue.” Probably most people have not 
had sufficient opportunity to have this idea 
dispelled, as it was in Mr. Amorous’s case, 
and it would be unwise to elect a man mayor 
who in the, public estimation was classed as 
a “demagogue,’’ however unjust intimate ac- 
quaintance with the supposed ““demagogue” 
might show this classitication to have been. 

Mr. Amorous applauds Mr. Woodward’s 
“idea” of tax reductions. As to the desira- 
bility of having taxes reduced as soon and 
as much as is practicable and consistent 
with a proper administration of local govern- 
ment, everybody is agreed. It is the uni- 
versal wish and not the personal property 
of Mr. Woodward. 

But that gentleman and Mr. Amorous 
both signaily fail to show its practicability 
in Atiunuta at present.

The same line of thought 
brings one to the conclusion that the custom- 
ers of the merchant—the consumers of his 
goods—pay all the taxes of the merchant 
und the landlord both. 

Mr. Amorons falls + into some 
strange mistakes of fact Wor in- 
stance, there is no license tax 
on boot-blacks. The shoe shop license 
is nothing like so high as he puts it, but is 
graded, according to the number of work- 
men employed. e cases of hardship pre- 
sented by him are imagin ones, as the 
city council always grants free licenses in 
cases of necessity. ‘ 

Just what Mr. Woodward's candidacy 
for meg Sind has had to do with Mr. Raoul’s lo- 
cation here and the erection of his residence, 
is not apparent. Will it be taxed lower be- 
cause of the removal of business license? 
Is it not more lokely to be taxed higher? 

t is impossible to sustain Mr. Wood- 
ward's sanitary tax removal idea. The bold 
proposition is to haul garbage free from the 
center of the city and charge suburban res- 
idents each $3 per pear for its removal. 

Mr. Woodward's inconsistent attitude on 
the fees question has grown familiar. Wher 
he would he an alderman the amount of 
these fees ‘“‘was nobody’s business,” but 
once in, and wishing to climb higher, he 
makes war on the fees.

As a citi- 
zen and taxpayer I welcome the ‘idea’ he 
advocates and on reading his platform I fa- 
yor his “idea” and recommend to each and 
every citizen’ a careful consideration of it. 
While he, as mayor, can’t alone make these 
changes, yet, if We as voters elect him mayor, 
it will be as an instruction to our council to 
reduce to some extent at least the amount 
paid by the people, whether they take it off 
of business tax or off of real estate and per- 
sonality; that will be a matter for their con- 
clusion, while if you do not elect him it will 
indicate that you don’t. want any tax reduced. 

I agree with him that the special business 
license would be most proper to take off, be- 
cause it ig an unequal tax and all tax should 
For an example of its inequality:
